OTTAWA.  .Tan.  20.— Through  tha 
Prime  Minister,  Sir  Robert  Borden, 
Canada  today  offered  a  completely 
equli^ed  fourth  Canadian  division  for 
the  ^ront  The  War  Office  has  accepted 
the  offer  and  the  dlviaion  will  ahortly 
take  Its  place  in  the  flghting  line  in 
France  along  with  tho  three  Canadian 
divisians  now  there. 

The  third  Canadian  division,  which 
waa  offered  last  November,  and  Is  now 
completely  organized  and  on  the  flrlng 
line,  under  Major-Genaral  Mercer,  la 
thua  speedily  followed  with  a  fourth 
division,  which  will  bring  the  total  of 
the  Canadian  troops  at  the  front  up  to 
aomething  more  than  eighty  thousand. 
It  is  certain  that  as  aoon  as  the  need 
arises,  Canada  will  add  at  least  another 
two  divisions  and  have  an  army  of  more 
than  100,000  men  ready  to  Join  In  the 
Allies'  offensive  movement  in  the  West- 
ern   front   In   the   llpring   campaign. 

The  new  fourth  diviaion  will  be 
formed  from  among  the  troops  now  in 
ISngland.  While  no  official  figures  are 
available,  it  ta  understood  that  there 
are  at  least  50,000  Canadians  now  in 
training  there.  Aa  aoon  as  the  fourth 
division  Is  ready  to  go  to  the  front, 
troops  from  Canada  will  move  forward 
(o  Kngland.  ready  to  supply  the  gap 
and  form  the  basis  for  a  fifth  or  sixth 
division  for  tha  front  or  Dor  relnfor«a> 
ments. 

This  will  mean  the  departi^  of  30^ 
000  or  30  000  men  from  Canadr  shortly. 
At  the  present  rate  of  enllstmenl,  it 
will  only  take  a  month  or  so  to  fill  up 
the  gaps  left  In  Canada  and  keep  the 
total  number  in  training  In  Canada  up 
to  well  over  the  100,000  mark.

"The  Central  Powers,  since  the  early 
defeats  of  Austria.  which  almost 
brought  her  to  her  kneea,  are  in  effect 
one,  Germany.  We  remain  four,  great 
at  dlfTerent  polnta  of  the  circumfer- 
ence, with  dlfTerent  anglea  of  vision,  and 
though  all  are  Inspired  with  the  same 
determination  to  win.  each  has  a  dif- 
ferent philosophy  of  politics  and  no 
accepted  formulae  of  /t  war  policy  to 
which  all  will  give  instinctive  obedi- 
ence. In  no  spirit  of  arrogance  we  may 
claim  to  have  the  men,  the  ships  and 
the  money,  and  for  that  matter,  the 
ability  too.  and  yet  we  do  not  make 
progress." 

Greater  unity  of  control  la  declared 
to  be  the  remedy.  A  aupreme  war 
council,  embracing  the  repreaenkatlves 
of  all  the  Allies,  such  as  Italy  suggest- 
ed, may  be  impossible,  but  it  Is  ad- 
vanced as  an  alternative  plan  that  much 
could  be  accoihpllahed  by  allocating  cer- 
tain campaigns  to  definite  centres  and 
arranging  for  international  representa- 
tives at  each  centre.  Thua  the  direction 
of  the  Western  campaign  could  be  In 
Paris,  in  the  hands  of  a  small  but  rep- 
resentative Anglo-French  ataff.  In  close 
touch  through  London  with  Petrograd 
and  Rome,  and  the  campaign  In  the 
Balkana  could  be  rdn  by  a  similar  com- 
mittee in  permanent  session  In  Egypt 
or  some  other  central  position.  It 
would  be  easier  than  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  pooling  all  Information  at 
the  disposal  of  each  and  co-ordinate 
strategy  and  diplomacy. 

Another  point  which  Is  made  In  this 
connection  has  relation  to  the  oft 
quoted  remark  that  this  war  haa  not 
produced  any  great  millUry  genius. 
Germany's  advantage  is  In  the  posses- 
sion of  a  general  staff  with  sclentlflcal- 
ly  trained  bralnj.  To  their  require- 
ments all  other  Influences  In  Germany 
are  subsidiary.  Among  the  Allies,  po- 
Utical  and  other  Influences,  generally 
speaking,  oarry  greater  weight  than 
purely  military  considerations.

VANCOUVER,  Jan.  20.— By  a  judg- 
mont  of  the  Privy  Council,  delivetad  In 
London  at  the  opening  of  the  court  this 
morning,  Mcllwee  *  Sons,  tunnel  bore 
contractors,  are  successful  in  their 
claim  against  Foley  Broe.  Welch  ft 
Stewart,  for  damages  for  breach  of  con- 
tract in  connection  ftlTh  the  big  tunnel 
under  construction  for  the  C.  P.  R.  at 
Rogern  Pass.  The  claim  made  was  In- 
creased recently  from  9500,000  to  MOO,- 
000.  The  exact  amount  of  damages  to 
be  paid  Is  to  ba  assessed  by  Mr.  Justice 
Clement.  The  Privy  Coanell  has  up- 
held the  principle  that  Mcllwee  *  Sons 
are  entitled  to  full  damages.  Including 
proflts.  Just  as  if  they  had  been  allowed 
to  complete  the  contract. 

The  big  suit  has  attracted  a  great 
deal  of  attention  aU  over  the  continent. 
aa  both  of  the  parties  are  eminent  in 
railway  construction  circles.  Foley 
Bros..  \^Ach  &  Stewart  were  contract- 
ors-ln-ohlef  for  the  big  bore  for  Ave 
miles  under  Moont  Donald  at  Rogers 
Pms.  They  sublet  the  contract  for  the 
pioneer  and  centre  heading  bores  to 
Mcllwee  *  Bona,  of  Denver,  who  are 
specialists  In  that  sort  of  work.  As  a 
special  inducement  for  rapid  work  a 
bonus  of  a  thousand  dollars  a  foot  was 
offered  for  every  foot  orer  a  certain 
number  made  each  month. 

Mcllwee  *  Sons  tamed  in  on  the  con- 
tract with  such  Tim  that  at  the  end  of 
three  months  they  had  broken  the  re- 
cord for  quiek  boring  and  had  a  claim 
for  over  fSOO.OOO  of  the  t2S«,Obo  bonus. 
At  this  Btage  dimcultles  arose  between 
the  engineers  of  the  various  contract- 
ing companies,  ending  with  Mellwee  A 
Sons  being  ordered  to  cease  work  and 
vacate  the  contract  for  alleged  refusal 
to  obey  the  orders  of  Folajr  Brothers' 
engineers.

WASHINOTO.V.  Jan.  20._i,aues 
arising  from  the  Kuropean  war  were 
discussed  without  restraint  in  the  Saa- 
•te  today  in  the  warmest  debate  on  In- 
ternational questions  sinca  Congress 
convened. 

Great  Britain's  Interference  with 
American  trade  was  characterised  as 
"perpetual  robbery";  Germany  was 
branded  as  'guilty  of  murder";  picas 
were  made  for  an  embargo  on  munitions 
and  foodstuffs  to  England,  and  charkes 
were  made  and  denl.-d  that  British  cen- 
sors Intercepted  American  mall  to  uke 
advanuge  of  trade  secrets. 

The  possibility  of  war  to  enforce 
American  rights  did  not  escape  atten- 
tion, but  the  suggestion  of  war  was 
counter-balanced  with  appeals  for  calm 
deliberation  to  await  justice  from  cooler 
heada  aftw  the  belligerents  had  recov- 
ered  from   war  madaesa. 

The  debate  was  precipitated  by  Sen- 
ator Hoke  Smith,  of  Georgia,  who  de- 
livered a  long  prepared  speech  denounc 
Ing  Great  Britain's  course  in  holding  up 
neutral  trade,  and  In  particular  her  In- 
terference with  common  shipments  to 
Germany.  Ha  urged  an  em  barge 
against  England,  who.  he  said,  oould 
not  continue  the  war  without  mnnltioaa 
from  this  country,  nor  feed  her  people 
without  food  from  the  United  Sutaa 
and    other   neutrals. 

His  vigorous  assault  «n>on  England's 
attitnda  was  endorsed  by  Senator 
Borah,  of  Idaho,  who  said  he  was  will- 
ing to  Uka  tha  raaponalblllty  for  "ao- 
Uon. net  ^taaeh"  to  protect  American 
rights,  bnt  feared  embargo  legislation

Harder  on  Western  Trent. 


IX>NDOK.  Jan.  20.— The  Times  mili- 
tary oorroapoBdont.  la  a  long  article  on 
the  AUlca*  military  campaign,  urges  the 
concentration  of  military  power  on  the 
Wostem  front  and  ttao  abandonment  of 
further  aevoodary  operations  in  distant 
theatres. 

"Tho  mala  forcda  of  our  chief  enemy," 
aays  tho  writer,  "aro  still  on  the  West- 
OTB  front  This  Is  the  centre  of  gravity 
of  the  Oerman  military  power.  We 
abould  atrlke  perslatontly  at  the  centre 
of  gravyy  if  wo  aim  at  decisive  vic- 
tory. 

"Tho  British  and  French  have  divert- 
od  to  distant  thaatraa  aloce  the  war  t>e- 
gan  000,000  men.  with  corroapondtng 
gona  and  munltiona  Wo  bold,  had 
thoflo  been  at  our  dlspoaal  for  tho  8ep- 
tembor  or  May  offensives  In  the  West, 
wo  might  havo  dealt  the  Oermana  a 
fatal  blow. 

*7heao  secondary  campaigns,  more- 
over, goad  Into  activity  armies  with 
which  we  are  not  particularly  concern- 
ed, such  aa  the  Bulgarians,  which  mit;ht 
not  bo  particularly  hoatlle  If  we  luft 
them  alone,  and  play  the  Germans' 
game  of  saving  the  Qerman  troops  and 
diverting  us  from  our  main  purpose. 
Thla  purpose  is  to  go  on  klllinK  or 
wounding  200,000  Germans  ^;^  month 
until  the  Fatherland  yields.  Let  us  be 
quit  of  our  wander-year  and  get  back 
to  the  main  business  In  hand." 

The  writer  mainuins  that  the  Alllud 
forcoa  have  not  even  yet  remeJicd  the 
shortage  in  the  shell  supply,  and  says:

"Arnold  never  deceived  them,"  re- 
plied Mr.  Martin  very  forcefully.  "Ho 
never  forged  a  document  or  practiced 
any  fraud  on  them.  They  never  called 
on  him  for  a  atatement  How  were 
they  decolved?  They  simply  never 
lived  up  to  their  dutlea.  They  left  him 
to  run  the  company.  Ho  bad  no  occa- 
alon  to  deceive  them." 

Later  His  Lordship  raised  the  ques- 
tion of  the  alleged  responsibility  of 
Mr.  Twelves,  who,  though  a  director, 
was  a  resident  In  Belgium  and  in  ^n- 
don. 

"I  do  not  see  how  your  argument 
can  apply  to  Mr.  Twelves,"  said  His 
Lordship. 

"The  charge  might  not  apply  to  Mr. 
Twelves  If  be  had  taken  steps  to  show 
that  tho  other  directors  had  practiced 
a  fraud  on  him,"  argued  Mr.  Martin. 
"Twelves  in  England  had  just  as  much 
responsibility  as  If  he  were  here.  Be- 
ing here  would  have  given  him  no  new 
rights.  He  assumed  that  his  duties  as 
dlractor — vera — bolag  attottdod  to  for 
him  by  the  other  directors.  Non-at- 
tendance Is  not  enough;  he  should  have 
entered  some  protest  He  should  have 
Inquired  of  the  other  directors  how  the 
company  waa  being  carried  on  by  them. 
Then  they  would   have   told   him:     'Oh, 

I'  we  do  not^n|^nage  the  company  at  all. 
We  have  delegated  all  our  powers  to 
Mr.  Arnold,  and  ho  manages  the  com- 
pany for  UB.'  r 

Mr.  Martin  pointed  out  that  even  If 
the  by-laws  of  the  company  had  al- 
lowed a  delegation  oi  the  powers  of 
the  directors  In  certain  matters,  such 
delegation  of  authority  did  not  extend 
to  the  control  of  the  trust  funds,  aa 
the  act  made  it  a  direct  responsibility 
on  the  directtrs  to  see  that  the  trust 
funds  were  kept  separate  from  tho 
other  funds  of  the  company. 

Vot  BaaUy  Blrcototg 
"The  fact  of  the  matter  Is."  said  Mr, 
Martin,  "a  number  of  these  gentlemen 
were  iwit  on  the  directorate,  not  with 
any  idea  that  they  should  direct  the 
company,  but  to  attract  business  by 
the  use  of  their  naves.  They  did  that 
sort  of  thing  In  England  with  lords 
and  peers  as  directors,  though  they 
never  attended  the  meetings.  But  the 
English  courts  did  not  allow  these 
lords  to  escape  liability  just  because 
they  wer^  dummy  directora  and  had 
only  lont  tholr  names  to  attract 
clients." 

Mr.  Martin  quoted  the  ault  against 
John  Corey,  the  Cardiff  banker,  and 
said  that  Mr.  Corey  had  been  held  liable 
by  Lord  Halabury  even  though  hla 
company  had  had  weekly  statements 
from  its  branches  and  had  two  skilled 
Inspectors  always  making  reports.  The 
court  had  held  that  Corey  was  liable 
because  he  had  not  found  out  the  mis- 
representations of  tho  "fraudulent 
knaves  by  whom  he  waa  aurro  ndod," 
even  though  one  of  them  was  his  own 
brother  and  another  v^jts  his  .  eneral 
manager. 

Douglaa  Armour,  K.  C,  for  the  direc- 
tors, concluded  the  argument  this  af- 
ternoon with  a  reply  to  the  cases  cited 
by  Mr.   Martin.

The  Harbor  Committee  of  the  City 
Council,  of  -which  Aid.  A.  K.  Todd  is 
chairman,  haa  a  good  deal  of  Important 
fTork  to  consider.  There  may  b^  noth- 
ing very  new  In  any  of  It,  but  an  active, 
helpful  committee  of  the  Council  can  do 
inuch  to  facilitate  the  acoompll.-rhment 
of  what  is  to  be  done.  It  was  due  in 
1^0  inconeldorabie- meaaure  to  Mr.  Todd's 
Sfforta  that  the  wa-  waa  amdothed  for 
An  underaunding  In  regard  to  the  Sel- 
kirk Water  bridge.  A  complete  agree- 
ment haa  been  reached  in  reapect  to 
rhlH  structure,  and  only  the  approval 
of  th^  Federal  authorities  is  needed  to 
enable  the  Canadian  Northern  Paclflc 
to  begin  work.  Presumably  this  is  a 
matter  of  routine  only,  but  the  commit- 
tee may  find  that  even  when  a  matter 
has  passed  the  contentioua  stage,  ofll- 
dlaUlom  needs  the  atimulua  of  a  little 
pressura.  We  are  confident  that  if  need 
for  anything  of  the  kind  arises  Mr. 
Todd's  committee  will  act  with  every 
necessary  energy. 

It  is  not  nscassHry  to  consider  what. 
If  anything,  could  have  been  done  to 
•xpedtte  the  repairs  to  the  Rock  Bay 
Bridge.  At  the  outset  there  was  some 
iiostlUty  to  the  restoration  of  this  very 
valuable  thoroughfare.  It  came  from 
l<ersons  who  did  not  appreciate  the 
l^eat  convenience  to  goods  traffic  this 
bridge  was.  So  far  as  the  public  can 
aee  there  Is  no  ground  for  further  delay 
Mid  we  hope  the  committee  will  be  able 
to  make  a  prompt  sh  wing.

A  N.  Railway  Com- 
pany nnds  it  necessary  to  erect  a  new 
bridge  Itafore  the  city  la  prepared  to 
g6  on  with  the  rx>mblnation  structure 
•fhls  must  be  avoided  if  there  Ls  any- 
thing that  can  be  done  to  prevent  it. 
We  ara  aura  the  committee  Appreciates 
tbis  aa  fully  aa  any  bne  else  and  will 
addreas  themselves  to  that  very  im- 
portant subject  with  energy  that  will 
ensure  succesa  We  are  not  clear  what 
Uno  of  argument  can  be  advanced  to 
easura  tha  co-operation  of  the  C.  N.  P. 
Railway  Company,  but  have  an  open 
mind  on  the  subject,  and  wlU  aaalat 
in*  oemmittea  In  Ita  efforta  In  that 
direction  by  every  means  In  our  power.

Sir. — Mr.  Baker's  ciiticium  of  my  let- 
ter of  the  8th.  re  •'Shipouildins  »n 
ilrltish  ColumblaV  is  entirely  hinged 
on  the  suppoaition  that  Britain,  "not 
England,"  la  too  busy,  and  will  be  tor 
years  to  come,  building  ships  for  lier- 
self,  to  attend  to  any  orders  for  ships 
for  British  Columbia  or  any  othe. 
country.  Since  the  war  started  we  are 
told  that  the  British  fleet  is  sUonger 
now  than  at  the  beginning  of  the  war, 
notwithstanding  the  loewes  we  liave 
sustained,  showing  that  the  industry  In 
Britain  is  quite  capable  of  taking  care 
of  building  for  the  Empire's  defence. 
At  the  same  time  we  are  informed  she 
is  turning  out  about  as  niu9h  new  ton- 
nage in  merchant '  ships  as  has  been 
sunk.  When  the  war  is  over  there  will, 
no  doubt,  be  r  curtailment  of  additions 
to  th^  navy,  and  the  great  dockyards 
wtll  be  hungry  for  orders  and  will  be 
building  for  jhe  whole  world  same  as 
usual.  There  will  also  be  this  differ- 
ence, the  purchasing  itower  of  Europe 
will  be  greatly  diminished,  the  people 
there  will  be  living  on  half  a  loaf,  In- 
stead of  full  rations  as  heretofore,  and 
by  tho  time  the  war  is  over  there  will 
bo  many'  millions  of  old  consumers  who 
will  never  consume  again  or  create 
merchandise  for  ahlps  to  take  elaewhcre. 
I  would  Judge  that  Ivhen  the  war  Is 
over  the  bottom  will  fall  out  of  tho 
price  of  shlpM,  which  would  likely  be 
about  tho  time  British  Columbia  would 
have  started  on  her  wild-cat  shipbuild- 
ing scheme,  If  the  Government  is  weak 
enough  to  yield   to   bonuslng  it.. 

That  Ihore  is  a  dearth  of  timber  car- 
rying ships  from  here  to  Australia  I  am 
aware,  I  sIho  believe  that  Australia 
would  he  a  market  for  all  the  lumber 
We  could  send  her,  if  the  two  countries 
would  throw  down  their  fool  tariff  bar- 
riers, and  I  would  favor  British  Co- 
lumbia subsidizing  ships  for  this  trade, 
it  would  Induce  shipowners  to  cater  for 
our  business,  nnd  after  a  fair  trial.  If 
the  game  was  not  worth  the  candle^ 
the  subsidies  oouM  be  diacolitlnued. 
The.  reason  why  there  are  no  ships 
looking  for  bur  business  was  contained 
in  Mr.  Baker's  letter;  the  vessels  could 
always  get  a  cargo  here  for  Australia 
but  would  have  to  come  back  In  ballast^ 
as  Australia  has  nothing  Xo  sell  us  that 
we  want.  The  small  quantity  of  beef 
and  mutton  We  take  from  her  Is  han- 
dled already  by  the  Canadian-Austral- 
asian fleet.  If  Australia  was  a  free 
trade  country  she  could  manufacture 
the  wool  from  her  116,000.000  sheep, 
and  compete  with  the  world.  We  might 
then  get  return  cargoes  of  manufac- 
tured woolen  goods,  or  If  we  were  a 
free  trade  country  we  might  take  re- 
turn cargoes  of  raw  wool  and  manufac- 
ture It  In  Canada,  but  neither  of  us 
could  manufacture  woolen  goods  ex- 
cept for  a  limited  local  demand  while 
we  remained  protected  countries.  We 
could  not  compete  In  the  world's  mar- 
kets with  free  trade  Britain  ahere. 
owing  to  free  competition  living  Is 
cheap,  consequently  waives  are  lower  In 
sympathy;  with  the  purchasing -power 
of  n  dollar  being.  In  ordinary  time*, 
about  40  per  cent  greater  than  with  us. 
And  the  result  of  the, lower  wages  is 
that  the  cost  of  the  manufactured  ar- 
ticle is  lower  than  any  protected  coun- 
try could  make  it  for,  and  this  ac- 
counts for  Britain  having  the  biggest 
business  In  the  world.  To  get  hack  to 
the  subject.  Why  should  we  pay  for 
three  ships  and  only  get  tao,  when 
we  might  as  well  get  three  for  the 
same  money?  And  this  money  would 
be  spent  among  our  own  kith  and  kin.

Sir, — ^I  think  His  Worship  the  Mayor 
did  not  act  with  his  usual  good  Judg- 
ment when  he  recommended  to  the 
Council  the  reappointment  to  the 
board  of  library  commissioners  that 
member  whooo  term  of  office  had  ex- 
pired. Since  the  days  when  Joe  Howe 
made  his  memorable  fight  against  the 
family  compact  it  has  not  been  regarded 
as  a  wise  policy  to  make  these  honor- 
ary appointments  a  life  Job.  The  Pro- 
vincial Government  has  always  recog- 
nized this  principle  In  its  appointments 
to  the  police  and  licence  boards.  The 
newly  appointed  library  commissioner 
has  held  the  position  a  good  many  years 


and  the  honor,  if  there  is  an/  oonhecled 
with  it,  might  now  very  well  be  passed 
on    to    another. 

If  there  Is  any  honor  connected  with 
such  positions,  as  already  stated.  It 
should  be  passed  around,  and  not  ab- 
sorbed by  one  or  two  Individuals  for 
half  a  life  time.  If,  on  the  other  hand, 
there  Is  any  hard  work,  or  any  sacrl- 
flco  of  time  connected  with  the  posi- 
tion, this,  too,  should  l>a  distributed 
among  the  many  others  who  are  fully 
as  capable  of  discharging  the  duties, 
and  as  willing  to  make  the  sacrifice  of 
time.  Besides,  if  a  man  is  reappointed 
to  the  same  position  year  after  year, 
he  frequently  begins  to  think  that  he 
owns  the  whole  bustn«aa,  and  forming 
an  exaggerated  idea  of  his  poaltion,  he 
develops  the  propensities  of  a  boss — 
and  bosses,  political  or  otherwise,  are 
not.  In  my  opinion,  healthy  Institu- 
tions to  nourish  in  a  community.      • 

It  cannot  be  claimed  that  experience 
is  necessary  in  managing  the  public 
library.  Almost  anybody  could  manage 
thia  institution  as  well  as  it  was  man- 
aged last  year,  and  only  half  try.  To 
reduce  the  salaries  of  the  employees 
at  the  end  of  the  month,  without  notice, 
after  the  salary  had  been  earned,  was 
a  rather  arbitrary  act.  Moreover,  It 
was  a  clear  violation  of  the  law  of 
contracts;  but  to  call  the  employees 
singly  befor*  the  lA>ard,  and  level  a 
by-law  threatening  dismissal  without 
notice,  at  their  heads  if  they  did  not 
submit  to  the  injustice,  comes  Just  a 
little  too  near  the  methods  of  the  Ger- 
man Kaiser.  The  one  employee,  I 
learn,  who  had  loo  much  Irish  in  her 
make-up  to  submit  to  such  treatment, 
wus   promptly  dismissed. 

Xo  one  supposed  that  Mayor  Stewart 
has  any  sympathy  with  such  high-hand- 
ed and  arbitrary  methods,  but  by  reap- 
pointing one  of  the  commissioners  who 
was  a  party  to  these  acts,  ho  has  now 
made  himself  responsible  for  them.  I 
do  not  believe  the  taxpayers  of  the  city 
want  the  library  matuiged  in  any  such 
way.  And,  anyhow,  the  principle  of 
psiSsLng  these  honors  around,  as  Is 
done  In  the  case  of  appointments  to  the 
licence  and  police  boards.  Is  a  sound 
one.

He 
refers  lo  the  most  appreciative  terms 
to  the  assistance  which  he  has  l>een 
accorded  at  the  hands  of  the  command- 
ing ofHcers  of  Britifih  Columbia  over- 
seas corps.  Owing  to  tho  shortness  of 
the  notice  given  for  the  mobilisation  of 
the  Western  ammunition  eohimn,  to- 
gether with  tli«  fact  that  it  was  stated 
that  it  was  the  wish  that  It  be  got 
ready  for  the  front  In  aa  short  a  time 
as  possible,  it  was  ImDosslble  to  aak 
for  recruits  publicly  sa  raw  men  could 
not  have  been  trained.  He,  therefore, 
had  to  depend  en  contributions  of 
trained  men  from  the  different  estab- 
llahments.  Those  In  charge  of  these 
recognised  his  position  and  did  every- 
thing in  their  power  to  help. 

In  the  course  of  iils  recent  tour  of 
tha  Interior,  Chptain  Birch  vialted  Kam- 
loopa  and  other  centres,  with  marked 
success.  On  Ms  way-  back  ha  spent  a 
short  time  at  Vancouver.

Ona  of  the  moat  remarkable  featurea 
of  the  present  great  war,  aald  Captain 
Ashmead  Bartlett,  the  famoua  war  cor- 
respondent, before  the  Rotary  Club  yoa- 
terday,  waa  the  military  accomplish- 
ment of  Great  BriUin.  It  was  neces- 
sary to  divide  the  war  into  lU  various 
phases.  Up  to  the  present  it  might  be 
designated,  aa  far  as  Britain  was  con- 
cerned, as  the  educational  porlod. 

In  the  past  Brttaln'a  wars  had  l>een 
largely  fought  by  profeasional  soldiers, 
wonderfully  trained  and  superbly  offl- 
cered.  When  war  broke  out  tha  profes- 
sional army  had  been  thrown  into  the 
breach,  and  a  very  splendid  work  It 
had    done,    but    it    was    now    practically 


wiped  out  From  now  on  tho  British 
battles  would  be  fought  with  new  for- 
mations— men  drawn  from  every  walk 
of  life  and  oflScered  by  others  who  had 
never  anticipated  a  military  career. 
Ther*  was  no  mlllUry  Instinct  auch  as 
was  found  in  France  tr  Germany,  but 
Britain  had  rallied  with  wonderful 
strength. 

Judging  from  press  discussion  of  the 
compulBory  service  bill  Introduced  in 
England,  it  seemed  apparent  that  a  very 
false  Impression  was  held  in  the  Unit- 
ed States  and  even  in  Canada  In  regard 
to  the  Englishman's  part  In  the  war. 
it  was  not  a  fact  that  the  maas  had 
refused  to  come  to  the  front  The  dif- 
ficulty had  rather  been  at  first  an  in- 
ability to  equip  speedily  enough  those 
Who  freely  offered  their  services.  Until 
recently  the  country  had  suffered  Im- 
measurably from  a  lack  of  organization 
running  through  every  department  of 
national  affairs.  There  had  been  no 
general  staff.  Thoueh  the  neceaslty  for 
such  a  centralised  head  for  the  conduct 
of  war  had  long  been  recognised  It  had 
been  necessary  to  build  it  up  since  tho 
beginning  of  hostilities.  Lord  Kitchen- 
er had  made  a  wonderful  accompllah- 
ment.  but  he  had  underUken  too  much. 
Although  no  tragedy  had  reaulted.  very 
grave  setbacks  had  been  ausUined. 
Hkllled  workmen  had  been  enlisted  and 
sent  to  the  front,  afterwards  to  be  re- 
called to  serve  in  the  munition  plants 
and  other  vital  mlllUry  works.  They 
had  then  to  be  made  to  undarsUnd  that 
by  thla,  step  they  were  expressing  as 
great  patriotism  as  though  aervtng  at 
the  front.  Now  they  were  again  asked 
to  Join  the  colors. 

labor's   Vrosparttj 

Never  had  the  working  classes  in  Eng- 
land enjoyed  such  i  rospertty  as  at 
present.  This  was.  of  course,  due  to 
the  tremendous  demand  for  labor  at  a 
big  wage  as  a  result  of  military  re- 
quirementA.  Rather  had  this  caused  a 
false  atmosphere.  Men  were  relucUnt 
to  give  up  such  splendid  remuneration  to 
enllat.  An  immense  force  now  in  tho 
field,  however,  was  soon  to  be  greatly 
augmented,  for  which,  on  the  basis  of 
natural  waatage,  apart  entirely  from  im- 
portant battles,  there  would  be  re- 
quired a  reaerve  of  highly  trained  men 
to  the  number  of  probably  SO.OOO  a 
month.  Thla  was  Imperative.  Compul- 
sory service,  he  believed,  would  do  a 
great  good,  not  only  for  mlllUry  or- 
ganisation but  for  the  elimination  of 
waste  in  production.  It  waa  a  great 
weapon  of  efflciency. 

No  doubt  grave  mistakes  had  been 
made  In  the  conduct  of  the  war,  said 
Captain  Bartlett.  many  of  which  might 
be  attributed  to  Cabinet  Ministers  hav- 
ing too  much  to  say  al>out  military 
matters.  A  case  in  point  was  the  oper- 
ations at  the  Dardanelles,  with  which 
he  was  personally  very  familiar.  "The 
one  bright  spot  In  this  unfortunate  af- 
fair." said  he.  "ia  the  wonderful  fight- 
ing qualities,  and  courage  and  endur- 
ance displayed  by  the  Australian  and 
.N'ew  Zealand  troopn."  He  had  not  had 
the  opportunity  of  studying  the  Can- 
adian troops  at  the  front  but  he  had 
been  told  that  they  were  equally  ex- 
pressive of  the  same  admirable  quali- 
ties. It  was  this  magnificent  response 
from  the  Dominions  overseas  that  had 
bound  the  Empire  closer  thfn  evar 
tiefora 

In  all  likelihood  the  war  would  bo 
long-drawn-out;  its  conclusion  being 
probably  more  in  the  nature  of  an  eco- 
nomic victory.  The  AlUed  Nations 
were  bound  to  win.  There  were  already 
unmistakable  signs  of  weakening  with 
the  enemy.  The  Teutonic  strangth 
ahould  not  howorer.  he  undarestimated. 
They  wera  a  wonderful  poepls  and  a 
highly  organised  nation.  In  conclusion, 
Capuin  Bartlett  said: 

"I  am  perfectly  optimistic  about  the 
future,  but  we  have  «et  to  sconomias. 
and  we  must  coma  to  reallaa  that  vic- 
tory will  not  be  won  aava  by  ttUata 
effort  But  I  do  itelieve  that  tha  Anglo- 
Saxon  race  will  emerge  from  tho  war 
stronger  and.  after  a  gansratten  or  two. 
richer,    than    ever    hefor»."

Manufacturers  only  will  b«  allowed  to 
exhibit,  and  their  exhibits  will  be 
strictly  confined  to  goods  of  their  own 
make.  The  trades  exhibiting  will  be: 
Toys,  glassware,  fancy  goods,  earthen- 
ware and  china,  printing  and  sta- 
tionery. 

Invitation  to  the  fair  will  be  by  His 
Majesty's  Board  '^f  Trade  only,  and  will 
be  restricted  to  bona  fide  buyers  from 
Canada  visiting  the  United.  Kingdom 
during  the  course  of  the  fair,  and  in- 
terested in  the  above  lines  of  manufac- 
ture can  communicate  on  arrival  In 
England  with  the  Director,  British  In- 
dustries' Fair.

Uia  lordship 
urges  co-operation  betwaan  the  Domin- 
ion and  Provincial  Governmenta  and  the 
transportation  companies.  He  says: 
'We  should  be  busy  now  thlaMng  out 
ar<d  formulating  an  organisation  which 
should  place  upon  the  land  or  in  the 
Industries'  for  which  they  are  suited 
with  the  leaat  poaalblc  friction  or  loss 
of  time  thoae  tndlvldaala  or  famUles 
who  come  to  make  a  new  home  In 
Canada.' 

'•While,  of  oourae."  continued  Dr. 
Young,  "his  lordship  ia  naturally  in

have  the  honor  to  be  chairman.  We 
are  going  very  thoroughly  Into  the 
whole  question  of  what  to  do  with  the 
settler  when  he  arrives,  and  irhlle  the 
acope  of  our  commlaaion  necessarily 
ronnnes.us  to  the  ^^»^urned  soldier  we 
feel  that  je  shall  perhaps  we  able  to 
formulate  the  bas'.s  of  a  systeqfi  that 
.will  prove  benencial  to  ail  classes  of 
newcomers.  • 

Bah<Oamatfttaa  at  Work 

"Dr.  F,  F.  Wcabrook,  president  of  the 
Provincial  University.  Dean  KUnok  and 
Dr.  Alexander  Roblnaon,  Superintendent 
of  Kduoation.  are  assisting  the  com- 
mission as  a  sub-committee,  and  are 
taking  up  especially  the  questions  of 
asrlcultural  and  teobnlcal  training.  I 
hope  to  have  their  report  before  me  In 
a  .ihort  time,  and  then  I  shall  summon 
a  meeting  of  the  commlaaion  to  deal 
with  It.. 

"The  queatlon  Is  a  large  one,  and  one 
which,  to  prove  successful,  will  require 
the  *  endorsement  and  support  of  not 
only  the  Provincial  Government  but 
the  Federal  authorities  and  the  trans- 
portation companies.  The  problem  with 
which  we  are  dealing,  though  one  of 
considerable  magnitude.  *rill  not  per- 
mit of  delay;  and  we  shall  endeavor  at 
the  approaching  session  of  the  Legis- 
laturo  to  make  such  progress  as  will 
at  least  enable  ua  to  lay  the  founda- 
tlona  for  a  thoroughly  eomprehenaive 
scheme." 

At  a  time  yet  to  4>e  chosen,  a  depu- 
tation from  the  Board  of  Trade  and 
the  Victoria  Peal  Bstau  Exchange  will 
wait  upon  Dr.  H.  E.  Toung  for  the  pur- 
pose of  laying  before  him  thojand 
aettlem^nt  plan  devised  by  these  bod- 
ies with  reference  to  returned  soldiera 
The  plan  stipulates  tliat  the  Govern- 
ment should  lease  agricultural  land  to 
returned  soldiers  with  the  option  of 
purchase,  and  thai  means  should  be 
taken  to  encourage  the  occupants  to 
follow  advanced  and  profitable  methods 
of  farming.  This  scheme  Is  believed 
by  those,  interested  to  be  a  great  Im- 
provement upon  the  system  put  In  ef- 
fect after  the  South  Africa*  war,  when 
Roldiers  were  given  acreage  In  widely- 
separated  parts  of  the  Province,  with- 
out any  means  wherewith  to  Improve 
their   lot.  , 

A  letter  waa  sent  by  ths  reeretary  of 
the  Board 'of  Trade  yesterday,  asking 
Dr.  Young  to  grant  an  Interview,  and 
It  Is  the  subsequent  Intention  of  bring- 
ing the  matter  before  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  on  behalf  of  the  Provin- 
cial Government,  and  before  represen- 
tatives of  the  Dominion  Government  as 
well.

Accordingly  the 
fines  collected  by  the  city  had  to  be  re- 
paid, but  as  the  appeal  was  not  iieard 
until  the  Chinese  confined  at  the  Pro- 
vincial Jail  had  served  their  term  the 
city  secured  no  rebate  on  account  of 
the  cost  of  keeping  the  ninety  prisoners 
at  the  jail.

Mr.  H.  Amphlett  Points  Out 
Combination  of  Advantages 
Possessed  by  Vancouver 
Island. 


"The  time  haa  cone  whan  we  oan 
confidently  take  In  hand  the  deveiop- 
Dtent  of  an  Iron  and  ateei  Industry  on 
this  Island,"  said  Mr.  M.  Amphlett  In 
the  course  of  an  addreaa  at  the  Rotary 
Club  luncheon  yesterday.  on  "Tlie 
Manufacturing  PaaaibiUUea  of  Van- 
couver lalaad."  The  tremendous  ore 
dn>oalta  contiguoaa  to  tide  water,  as 
wall  as  immoaae  bodiea  of  coal  aad 
Ume  almilariy  plaoed  with  reference 
to  water  tranaportatlon,  and  Ua- 
meaaurable  aourcea  of  water  poar«u. 
form  a  combination  of  advantages  that 
should  Insure  awoeeaaful  competition 
In  the  markets  of  tha  world.  The 
matter  was  of  suob  vital  Importance, 
not  only  to  present  day  conditions,  but 
to  the  future,  that  aome  attention  to 
Ita  development  would  aeem  most  op- 
portune, in  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Amph- 
lett • 

The  production  of  iron  ore  formed 
the  basis  of  on  immense  .Industry,  the 
I>roducts  of  which  entered  into  prac- 
tically ail  trade.  An  Iron  and  ateei 
Industry  had  been  mooted  on  thla 
Coast  for  nearly  twenty  yeara.  but 
nothing  as  yet  had  been  done  In  the 
way  of  practical  experimentation. 
Howeyer,  thousanda  of  tons  of  Vancou- 
ver Island  ore  had  been  treated  In  the 
United  States  where  it  had  measured 
up  to  the  high  standard  ne<;essary  for 
conversion  into  ship's  plates,  while 
eminent  Urltlah  and  American  experts 
had  reported  favorably  on  the  quality 
of    the    ores. 

In  its  present  allghtly  developed 
state,  the  Province  Imported  annually 
30,000  tons  of  pig  iron  at  the  approxi- 
mate  coat  of  »30  to  tha  ton.  U-hm4 
been  estimated  that,  under  normal 
wage  rates,  this  Iron  could  be  pro- 
duced right  here  at  the  cost  of  |20  to 
the  ton,  an  Initial  saving  of  one-third, 
without  considering  the  accompanying 
advantages  of  such  production  in  the 
distribution  of  wages,  and  in  the  es- 
tablishment of  numerous  contingent  In- 
dustries which  would  automatically 
follow. 

The  ateei  industry  of  Nova  Scotia 
tiad  converted  an  impoverished  agricul- 
tural country  into  one  of  the 
wealthiest    provinces    In    the   Dominion. 

The  Increased  output  of  coal  alone 
had  advanced  from  one  to  four  million 
tons  per  ai\num.  Population  had  In- 
creased and  employment  became  per- 
manent. What  the  industry  had  done 
for  Nova  Scotia  It  would  surely  do 
for    Vancouver    Island. 

Bhlva  at  Steel 

The  Iron  and  steel  industries  of 
England  had  26  years  ago  migrated 
from  the  Interior  to  the  coaat  at  the 
cost  of  millions  of  pounds,  to  gain  the 
advantages  which  were  our  natural 
and  priceless  possessions.  It  seemed 
U>  the  speaker  that  th«  initial  and 
practical  advance  towards  the  develop- 
ment of  industry  should  be  the  personal 
responsibility  of  every  bualness  man 
and  citizen  of  the  Province.  Th«  future 
greatness  of  British  Colombia  would 
depend  in  the  end  on  itf  Industries. 
An  Iron  industry  on  Vancouver  Island 
would  immensely  faciliute  the  posnlb- 
llity  of  a  B.C.  Marine.  To4ay  ships  of 
commerce,  like  ships  of  war,  were 
built  of  steel.  • 

As  Important  as  the  esubllshment  of 
manufacturing  Industries,  was  agricul- 
tural advancement.  It  waa  a  well 
proven  principle  that  the  two  muat  go 
together.  In  this  connection  why 
should  It  be  necessary  that  clothing 
should  be  Imported  Into  the  Province 
when  the  conditions  are  as  favorable 
here  as  almost  anywhere  In  the  world 
to  the  raising  of  aheap  and  the  con- 
version of  the  wool  into  cloth  and 
spun  yams.  These  were  only  a  few  of 
the  many  advantogea  of  natural  re- 
aourcea  which  were  poaaessed  here 
awaiting  development, 

"Surely  we  have  the  energy  end  en- 
terprise which  are  now  supplying  us 
with  virtually  all  our  manufacture^I 
products, "  said   Mr.   Amphlett. 

Lieut.  Slmona.  who.  with  Capt 
Ashmead  Bartlett  waa  a  guest  at  the 
luncheon.  spoHe  of  tha  -appreciation 
which  the  Australian  Cadet  body  of 
which  he  was  the  head  and  mentor, 
felt  for  their  splendid  reception  #hlle 
In  this  city,  both  at  the  beginning  and 
the  end  of  their  tour  of  thla  contin- 
ent. They  were  returning  to  their  homes 
with  boundless  gratitude  to  Canada. 
Each  section  of  the  Dominion  had 
made  Its  own  particular  impression, 
but  they  loved  best  the  Weat  partly 
because  they,  too.  were  of  the  West. 
British  Columbia  waa  *  the  Canadian 
porUl  to  the  Paelfle.  The  future  com- 
mercial and  naval  activities  would  be 
fought  on  this  great  ooean,  and  they 
were  going  back  inspired  with  the 
unity  of  purpose  with  whleh  the  Do- 
minions stood  shoulder  to  shoulder  In 
the   scheme   of   Empire.

The  Ubor  required  In 
aarlbg  for  animals  and  In  making  milk 
and  bottar,  la  aplanlng  and  knitting  la 
not  ao  bard  aa  that  ♦hlch  many  wo- 
men In  the  countrlaa  at-  war  have  vol- 
unteered to  do. 

The  people  of  British  Columbia  must 
leara,  aa  the  settlers  In  Eastern  Canada 
have  learned.  In  tbe  paat,  that  comfort 
and  independence  v"*  only  to  to  be  ob- 
Ulna4  on  the  land  by  hard  work.  Sel- 
ene* and  Invention  have  come  to  the 
aid  of  tba  farmer,  and  even  of  bla  wife, 
though  tbara  la  great  room  for  Im- 
provement m  tbe  Ubor-aavlng  devlcea 
of  tha  home. 

It  ought  not  to  be  neceaaary  for  the 
women  of  Brltlah  Columbia  either  to 
do  without  knitting  yarn,  or  to  give 
an  extortionate  price  for  It.  When  one 
tblnka  of  the  montha  and  montba  In 
Eaatarn  Canada  In  which  sheep  muat 
b*  fad  and  protected  from  aevere  wea- 
ther, tba  wonder  la  that  tbe  mild  cli- 
mate of  Vancouver  Island  has  not  led 
to  the  keeping  of  sheep.

In  Vancouver  a  number  of  ladles,  un- 
der the  leaderahlp  of  Mrs.  SilUtoe.  have 
been  collecting  money  with  which  to 
send  paroala  to  Canadian  aoldlars  In 
Qermon  prisons.  A  renewed  appeal  has 
lately  bean  made  atating  that  food  and 
romforuble  clothing  are  urgently  need- 
ed. 

Aa  everyone  abould  know  Mrs.  Rivers. 
Bulkley.  whose  huaband  was  killed  at 
the  beginning  of  the  war,  has  under- 
taken the  duty  of  forwarding  parcels 
to  all  the  prisoners  In  Germany  whose 
names  have  been  ascertained.  Her 
work  is  one  of  the  departments  of  the 
Red  Cross  carried  on  In  London.  The 
exact  addreaa,  which  has  been  published 
before,  can  be  obtained  from  the  Red 
Croaa  rooms  In  the  Temple  Buildings. 

Not  only  In  Victoria  but  in  Toronto 
and  In  other  parts  of  Canada  an  im- 
l>r«sslo«  has  got  abroad  that  the  pris- 
oners do  not  obtain  the  parcels  sent 
them.  To  ascertain  the  exact  truth. 
Mrs.  Plumptre,  Hon.  Secretary  of  the 
Red  Cross,  wrote  to  Sergeant  Angus 
FargDaon.  a  former  prisoner,  who  had 
been  discharged  from  prison  aa  he  had 
loat  a  leg.  The  letters  are  so  ImporUnt 
that  they  are  reproduced,  so  that  all 
who  have  relatlvea  In  the  prisons,  and 
all  who  have  aomethlng  to  apare  for 
frlandlesa  man.  will  be  encouraged  to 
contribute  to  their  support  and  com- 
fort.

In  regard  to  your  flrat 
question  I  can  Inform  you  I  have  re- 
calved  all  parcela  aent  to  me  by  the 
Canadian  Red  Crosa  Society,  and  also 
those  sent  by  private  Individuals.  In 
answer  to  your  second  question,  I  can 
And  no  words  to  expreas  my  apprecia- 
tion of  what  the  Canadian  Red  Crosa 
has  done  for  me  while  a  prisoner,  and 
1  can  assure  you  that  those  who  are 
unfortunately  prisoners  of  war  in  Ger- 
many need  all  the  parcels  they  can  get 
and  value  what  you  send  them  as  they 
never  valued  anything  they  ever  got 
before.  I  shall  be  vary  gUd  to  ba  at 
your  diapoaal  at  any  time  that  you 
want  any  Information  that  I  can  give 
you,  and  will  certainly  go  to  your  of- 
flce  at  any  time  that  you  And  It  con- 
venient to  call  for  me  If  you  Juat  give 
me  a  short  notice.

•'In  regard  to  the  passes  of  the  Pa- 
clflo  Coast,  a  very  ImporUnt  advance 
has  been  made  during  the  year  in  the 
method  of  calculaUon  of  slack  water 
for  Seymour  Narrows,  and  also  for 
several  passes  which  open  off  the  Strait 
of  Georgia.  The  early  investigations  in 
Seymour  Narrows  showed  that  the  time 
of  slack  water  had  no  constant  relation 
to  the  tide  In  the  locality,  but  that  It 
stood  related  to  the  tide  of  the  open 
Pacinc.  The  reason  for  this  appears  to 
be  that  the  rtow  of  water  in  tiie  Nar- 
rows ia  mnuenced  by  the  tide  which 
comes  around  both  ends  of  Vancouver 
Island." 

Dr.  Dawsoh  thSn  goes  into  a  technical 
explanation  of  the  methods  whereby 
Mr.  Hayden  arrived  at  his  slack  water 
caloulaUons,  and  adda:  "This  method 
for  the  oalculation  of  low  water  slack 
will  be  used  for  future  years,  and  It  Is 
not  likely  that  It  can  be  further  Im- 
proved upon,  bacauae  of  the  long  aeriea 
of  obaervatlona  on  which  it  is  now 
based."

Among  the  {>assang<rs  sailing  for  the 
Antipodes  by  the  Canadian-Australian 
liner  Niagara  yesterday  was  Mr.  H.  M. 
Baker,  a  well  luipwn  Sydney  business 
man  who  has  been  mailing  a  tour  of 
Canada  and  the  United  SUtes.  and'IO 
now  returning  to  his  home  in  the 
South  Seas.  Mr.  Baiter  has  establUhed 
buying  connections  in  the  East  and 
also  on  this  Coast.  Speaking  of  recip- 
rocal trade  relations.  Mr.  Baker  ex- 
preesed  the  opinion  that  the  Canadian 
Government  should  establish  bureaus  in 
the  Auatrallan  cities  where  Canadian 
made  goods  might   be  displayed. 

In  his  opinion,  trade  agents  and  cir- 
culars will  not  get  the  business.  Ma 
admits  that  trade  agents  and  oommls* 
sloners  may  be  good  fellows  and  may 
talk  well  and  look  well  at  banquets, 
but  he  says  people  are  not  buying 
agents,  they  want  to  see  the  goods.

"The  surrender  of  MonUnagro."  said 
Htgnor  Manual,  "would  make  it  im- 
IKiratlve  that  wa  oonslder  tha  domlna* 
lion  of  the  Adriatic,  especiaUy  If 
heroic  Serbia  la  aver  to  hava  a  port 
there.  The  truth  la  that  If  In  tha  last 
hours  artillery  taken  by  Italy  from 
her  own  defencea  bad  arrived  at  the 
eummet  of  Mount  Lovohen,  Auatrla 
tvould  have  been  enrlbhad  only  that 
much   more   in   war  spoils. 

"Kegardlng  the  .Aloanlan  relief  ex- 
pedition. It  Is  only  possible  now  for 
me  to  state  that  lUly  organised  the 
Avlona  expedition  when  she  saw  clear- 
ly, that  no  possible  help  could  reach 
tlic  Serbians  from  Balonioa.  Italy  thus 
went  to  the  rescue  of  the  Serbia'na  with 
no  self-interest  Her  future  conduct 
will  be  regulated  In  tha  interests  of 
tho  common  struggle.  Italy  entered 
treely  into  the  struggle  and  carried 
with  her  loyalty  of  Intention  and  elo- 
quent deeds  that  her  Allies  can  not 
itoubt,  though  they  misunderstand  her 
iritarlor  difTlcultlea,  above  all  her 
economic  situation.  °  Today  the  common 
cause  la  renewed  by  our  faith  In  ulti- 
mate victory  for  national  unity  and 
iiiuropean  liberty."

Ja  still  a  popular  ditty  in  the  lined 
where  the  army  lays,  and  "Break  the 
news  to  mother"  still  has  its  admirers, 
while  "Sweet  Oenevleve"  Is  sung  as 
fervently  as  ever.  Should  humor  be  on 
tap  the  comic  songs  invariably  depict 
the    soldier   In    most   unherolc    colors. 

But  when  the  soldier  feels  a  patrlotlo 
fervor  In  his  veins  he  bellows  forth  a 
stave  or  two  in  praiso  of  the  Senior 
Service: 

"It   Is   the  navy,    the   British    navy, 

That  keeps  our  foes  at  bay. 
■  That   old    song.    'Britannia     Rules      the 
Waves,' 

We  still  can  sing  today. 
We've*  got  a  navy;  a  fighting  navy. 

Our  foemen  know  tliat's  true; 
For  it  keeps  them  in  their  place

Tommy's  songs  may  not  contain  the 
very  essence  of  poetry,  but  they  do  re- 
flect that  spirit  of  cheerfulness  In  ad- 
versity which  Is  almost  as  valuable  an 
aaset  to  the  Allies  as  Krupps  is  to  Ger- 
many. 


The  monthly  commercial  latter  of  the 
Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce,  Just  ar- 
rived, deals  with  the  lumbering  altua- 
tloa  In  British  Columbia.     U  says: 

"In  British  Columbia,  the  lumber 
buainese  has  received  very  decided  en- 
couragement from  Increasing  demand 
and  prlcea.  EUport  business  is  limited 
by  the  extant  of  the  tonnage  available, 
and  the  lack  of  this  contlni^ea  to  be  a 
serious  ditBculty.  In  the  home  market, 
the  demand  has  improved  generally,  and 
eapedally  from  the  prairie  provinces. 
Greater  activity  In  the  building  and 
other  trades  in  the'  United  States  has 
not  only  left  the  Canadian  market  to 
domestic  producers,  but  is  also  a  faetor 
In  the  advance  li^  prices.  In  Canada, 
building  remains  generally  inactive,  but 
In  certain  sections,  more  particularly  in 
Ontario,    some    improvement    is   evident. 

"Wherever  there  are  steel  and  iron 
Industrie"  continues  the  letter,  refer- 
ring to  Industrial  conditions  generally, 
"there  Is  at  the  present  time  a  demand 
for  labor,  and  most  of  the  plants  have 
orders  booked  which  will  keep  -  them 
busy  for  some  time.  The  price  of 
metals,  however,  is  having  a  deterrent 
effect  on  certain  lines   of    manufacture. 

'<Tanadlan  canning  industries  are  now 
finding  a  better  market  abroad  for  their 
products,  as  a  result  of  Italy  and  other 
exporting  countries,  which  arer  at  war, 
not  being  able  to  export  on  the  s^me 
scale  aa  usual. 

"In  the  textile  Industries,  the  mills 
are  generally  aotlve,  but  the  situation 
Is  complicated,  by  the  difflculty  of  get- 
ting certain  raw  materials,  and  the  in- 
^ii^btanlr  ^^*--f Tsreased  cost  of  these  will  serously  afreet 
profits. 

"Canadian  and  Newfoundland  fish- 
ing industries  continue  to  be  very  pros- 
perous, and,  tip  a  result  of  the  war, 
there  Is  an  Imprdved  demand  from  New- 
foundland for  Canadian  goods,  because 
of  the  difflculty  of  buying  from  the 
usual  sources  in  Burope.

"For  tho  eight  months,  ending  30th 
November  last,  the  revenue  of  the  Do- 
minion was  1104,766,305.  as  compared 
with  $90,468,002  for  the  corresponding 
period  of  1914.  Revenue  receipts  are 
increasing,  and  expenditures  decreeing, 
as  the  following  comparisons  Indicate: —

On  the  Canadian  loan  of  1100,000,000, 
the  second  payment  of  7%  per  cent,  fell 
due  on  January  3rd.  A  considerable 
portion  of  the  subscribers  took  advan- 
tage Of  the  option,  and  paid  up  the  entire 
balance  of  87  ^.  At  the  end  of  Decem- 
ber, the  loan  was  quoted  on'  Canadian 
exchanges  at   97  ■\. 

Bank  clearings,  for  the  sear  1915, 
totalled  $7,743,783,380— a  decline  of  4 
per  cent.,  as  compared  with  the  total 
for  1914.  December  bank  clearings  in 
Eastern  Canada  Increased  32  per  cent., 
and.  In  the  West,  75  per  cent.  The  ag- 
gregate for  the  month  for  the  whole  of 
Canada  was  1911,000,000. 

For  the  twelve  months,  ending  Nov- 
ember last,  imports  of  merchandise 
amounted  to  1435,342,586.  and  exports  to 
1598,741.906.  In  December,  both  ex- 
ports and  Imports  were  larger  than  a 
year  ago,  but  official  figures  have  not 
as  yet  been  Issued. 

lataMak  Vaymeata  UaproTod. 

Institutions,  wlth>very  large  sums  in- 
vested in  mortgages  and  securities,  re- 
port that  interest  payments  are  much 
better  than  they  have  been  for  sdme 
years  past,  with  the  result  t^aV,  in  the 
absence  of  the  normal  demand  for  their 
funds,  there  Is  some  accumulation  of 
ready  money. 

Tho  bank  statement,  showing  the 
position  of  the  banks  at  the  end  of 
November  Indicated  an  Increase  in  de- 
posits of  approximately  848.000,000  dur- 
ing the  month,  of  which  |27,OOO.ooo  were 
furnished  by  Canadian  depositors.  Cir- 
culation, at  the  close  of  the  month, 
stood  at  1124,000,000,  and  the  high  point 
reached  was,  approximately,  $130,000,- 
000.  Commercial       loans        declined 

slightly.  During  J^cember.  the  amount 
of  circulation  outstandig  was.  approxi- 
mately, the  name  as  in  November,  and 
the  change  in  commercial  loans,  ac- 
cording to  banking  opinion,  will  not  be 
very   marked. 

Prodaotloa  la  Oaaada. 

According  to  Government  returns,  the 
production  of  cereals  in  Canada,  in 
1916,  amounted  to  !):s.I)0:.'.600  bushels: 
of  roots,  to  126,SS5,000  bufhels;  and  of 
fodder,  to  14,806,S25  tons.  Th.>  increase 
in  cereal  production  was  64  per  cent, 
and  the  decrease  In  the  production  of 
roots  L7  per  cent. 

The  vaule  of  the  minerals  produced 
In  Canada  for  the  year  will  be.  approxi- 
mately. $110,000,000,  or  ten  millions 
more  than  In  1911.  Gold,  nickel,  cop- 
per and  coal  are  largely  responsible  for 
this  increase.  In  Ontario,  the  output 
of  \he  nickel  and  gold 'mines  has  been 
Increased  subauntlally.  and  that  gt  the 
silver  mines  hns  fallen  off  somewhat, 
owing  to  the  low  prices  •prevailing  for 
HO  large  a  part  of  the  year.  On  the 
other  hand,  prices  of  nickel  and  copper 
are  higher.  The  metalliferous  mines 
of  British  QDlumbta  are  experiencing 
better  conditions  than  they  ha%-e  hltli- 
erto  done,  and  the  impetus  thus  given 
will  no  doubt  lay  the  foundations  of  a 
steady  expansion   in  output. 

Mr  a«aiaad  Walber'a  Optaftea. 

Sir  Kdmund  Walker,  president  of  the 
Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce,  is  also 
optomlatic  about  financial  conditions  In 
Canada,      la  a  statement,  he  says: — 

"If  anyotie  had  auggested  to  ita  that 
««  could  ao  adjust  awtters  within  throe 
years  as  to  have  a  credit  balance  In  otir 
foreign  trade.  Instead  of  a  debit,  and 
that  this  credit  balance  would  be  large 
enough  to  offset  our  Interest  payable 
abroad,  oor  aaawer  would  have  beea 
that  It  waa  foUy  ta  ladolga  auoh  hopaei 
.'The  Imprevemeat  vt  cn%  hundred  aad 
foarty-foar  mitlleaa.  between  March.

ufacture  of  mualtloos.  aad  about  $S.- 
•aa.aOO  m  value  of  articles  for  the  use 
of  the  army  and  navy." 
.  Sir  Kdmuad  tbea  deals  with  the  im- 
provement of  "one  hundred  and  nine 
milUons  in  the  first  six  months  of  the 
present  fiscal  year. 

"Down  to  Septambe'r  last."  he  said, 
"the  improvement  Is  caused  by  a  de- 
crease in  imporU  ot  fifty;two  millions, 
and  aa  Increase  in  exporU  of  fifty- 
aeven  millions.  The  exports  show 
handsome  Increases,  espeelally  In  manu- 
factured munlttoaa  of  war,  but  they 
still  suffer  from  the  affaot  of  th«  poor 
crops  of  1914.  and  there  Is  an  actual 
decllna  of  twelve  adlUons  in  agricul- 
tural products.  The  decrease  In  Im- 
ports Is  again  general,  but  an  Increased 
quantity  of  binder  twine  was  Imported
